In September last Dail Eireann resolved 
that a register of persons entitled to vote at 
Local Government elections should be pre- 
pared in the manner in which a register was 
repared under the existing electoral laws, 
bot subject to certain modifications. 

A difficulty having arisen as to the mu 
líon of the register concerning certain of the 
forms prescribed by the Representation of the 
People Order, it has become necessary to 
substitute other and more suitable forms. 

The Minister of Local Government has now 
fssued an Order declaring that the dates under 
the existing laws are unsuitable, and that it 
is expedient to fix more suitable dates as 
follows :— ¢ 

Publication of electors’ lists—28th February. 

Last dav for objections to electors’ lists— 
28th March. 

Last day for claims—lith April. 

Publication of objections to electors’ lists— 
11th April. : 

Publication of lists of claimants—21st

The new forms of claim are:—A- man’s 
residentia] claim to a Parliamentary vote must 
state his name in full, and the postal address 
of his premises, and a declaration that he has 
been six months in residence.

of @ rateable value of not less than £10. A 
man's claim to a vl yee = 
state the premises, , or lodgings un- 
furnished out of which the vote is claimed.

LOCAL GOVERNMENT. 
THE CASE OF KERRY. COUNTY. 


The House went into the Committee stage 
of the Local Government (Temporary Pro- 
yisions) Bill, 1925. 

On Section 11—** Power to dissolve a local 
guthority,”’ ; 

Mr. Ernest Blythe (Minister for Local Go- 
vernment) said that at the present time, 
in the case of Buards of Guardians, 
there were powers tO the Ministry 
toff dissolve these boards, or boards, 
ani to pay vice-guardians to carry on 


the work. It was proposed to extend these 
powers to any local authority. The circum- 
stances of the time made ‘it necessary that 
‘there should be that extension of powers. In 
certain cases local authorities had not carried 
on their duties at all. Jn the case of. Kerry 
County Council, it had not met since June, 
and there was no likelihood of its meeting. 


‘The administration of the county had been 


carried on by officials. Money had actually 
to be paid out by officials. ‘he rate collec- 
tion was practically at a standstill; £74,000 
was outstanding in respect of the years ending 
Sist March, 1921 and 1922; and virtually the 
entire rate for the year ending March, 1923, 
was still outstanding. 

Local authorities could not be pulled to- 
gether unless there were powers to appoint 
Commissioners to carry on the work of the 
Jocal authority which had failed to do it. 
There were other local authorities who were 
not carrying out their duties in a very satis- 
factory way, ond im the case of some of them 
it might be accessary to appoint Commis- 
sioners to carry out their duties, and it was 
well, in the existing circumstances, that these 
powers should be given by the Dail. In some 
cases, too, local authorities. had been sub- 
jected to intimidation. The authorities had 
not taken the strict steps that were necessary 
to take, and wherever it should prove desir- 
bale it was necessary that the Ministry should 
appoint Commissioners to carry on their work 
just as in the case of Guardians. It was not 
a power that would be lightly or readily used. 
It was a power which the Minister responsible 
would naturally shrink to use, because he was 
bound to incur an enormous amount of criti- 
cistn by reason of the type of administration 
carried on by its appointees. It was a power 
which was essentially Qrastic, and would not be 
used unduly or very frequently. 

The section was agreed to. 


EMPLOYMENT ON LOCAL 
COUNCILS. 

Section 13, which provides that a member 
of a local authority may not be employed 
by that or another local authority, was then 
discussed. 

Mr. Blythe said that this section might not 
have been necessary from many points of 
view but for the passing of a decree by the 
Second Dail prohibiting the election ‘to mem- 
bership of a local authority of any person 
employed by that or by any other local 


authority. The reason that-this section was put. 


into the bill was with the view of maintaining 
continuity in legislation and administration 
as far as possible. It was not felt to be de- 
sirable to leave decrees of the Dail in the 
days prior to the assembly of the present Dail 
in the air, without being either repealed or 
re-enacted, ratified, and enforced. 

Before the decree of the second Dail was 
passed there had occurred many cases. in 
which an official of one loca] authority became 
a member of another, and used his position as 
a member of the second local authority to get 
an increase or - additional emoluments for 
another official of that second loca] authority, 
and wich versa. He thought that in the in- 
terests of efficiency and clean administration 
it was desirable that that sort of thing should 
not take place, and that a person who was 
himself employed by a local authority should 
not be eligible. for membership. ' Now, the 
way to make such a rule was by bringing his 
own employment to an end, That was much 
more effective than relying on disqualification 


after election. 


Mr, Cathal O’Shannon said that it would be 
dificult to draft an amendment that would 
meet the case: He agreed that in the section 
there was room for a certain amount of what 
would not bé technically corruption, but which 
was so near to it that it would be difficult 
to distinguish between corruption and any 
other technical term. He also agreed that ‘the 
section needed some amendment, but he 
—_ the time limit difficulty would be 
met by 
that he moved, that the section should come 
into operation six months after the passing 
of the Act, provided that it should not apply 
to a person who ceased to be a member of a 
local authority prior to the date on Aich it 
came into operation. He further moved a 
new sub-section, that the Minister for Local 
Government might, from time to time, make 
orders specifying the offices and employment 
to which that section should apply, and that 
the section should apply only to offices and 
employments so specified, ' - 


CITIZEN: RIGHTS. 


Mr. Thomas Johnson, who seconded, urged 
that the clause confined too much the rights 
of the citizen who happened to be employed 
by a lacal authority. He thought that unless 
there was financial over-riding or an over- 
riding authority the liberty should still remain 
for a member of one council to be employed 
by another council eutside & certain range 
of limitations. They were asked to prevent 
& person employed by any single authority 
from being a member offany other authbdrity 
within the Saorstat. He did not think that 
that was desirable, and he pleaded for free- 
dom for the workman on the road to be a 
member of another local authority, provided 
that the other loca] authority was not in any 
way financially involved with the workman's 
employers. 

Mr. Gerald FitzGibbon, K.C., said that, 
while agreeing with a great deal of what 
Mr. Johnson had said, he thought that it was 
only’ right. to debar a person from being a 
megber of another body, not on account of 
corruption, but on account of the incom- 
patibility of both duties. He thought that 
the case for the bill as it stood was over- 
whelming. 

Mr. Blythe instanced cases where employés 
of one local authority were members of 
another, and said that there was undoubtedly 
an objection to such a condition of things. 
There was some difficulty in knowing where 
to draw the line. In the case of salaried 
Officiais, he would be inclined to stand fast 
to the provisions of the Bill. 

After some further discussion, the first 
part of the amendment was withdrawn, and 
the Minister intimated thdt he would give 
further consideration to the secomd part with 
& view to meeting Deputy Shannon s yoixt. 


PART-TIME MEDICAL OFFICERS. 

Sir James Craig (Dublin University) moved 
to add to the same section: “ This section 
bhall not apply to part-time medical officials 
who are ap ined members of a County 
Health Authority, in order that such

part-time medical officials were allowed to 
serve on those public health committees, 
greater advantages would be derived, as these 
thedical officers thoroughly understood the 
néeds and requirements of these institutions. 

Mr. Blythe replied. that he did not see 
that there was any more reason for employ- 
ing dispensary doctors on the health com- 
mittees than for allowing sifrveyors to act 
on the road committees. i 

The amendment was defeated. 


MINISTER’S POWERS. 

Mr. Blythe moved the adoption of section 
14, which provides :— 

“The Minister shal] have, with fespect to 
all persons now employed, or hereafter to be 
employed by any local authority, and with 
respect to the accounts of such persons, all 
the same powers as he now has by law with 
respect to officers of Boards of Guardians 
of Poor Law Unions, and the accounts of such 
officers, respectively.” : 

He said that jthis clause, as it stood at pre- 
sent, was what the Government thought, was 
suitable for a temporary bill—what might ge 
into a permanent bill later on, he would not 
suggest to the House at the present time. 
The Govrnment had certain powers at present 
with regard to the appointment and removal 
of officials. The Poor Law administration 
was now being transferred to other authori- 
ties, and it was especially necessary that 
there should be power to check “‘ graft’ and 
to fix salaries. It was desirable at any time 
that this power should be extended, The 
Ministry should have power to say what class 
of offices should be filled by competitive 
examination. Even where examinations 
were held, there was no effective power In 
the Ministry to insist that the appointments 
should be: made in accorddnce with the result 
of the examinations. 

It was desirable that the considerable power 
which the Ministry had exercised in this 
matter should be continued and guaranteed by 
legislative sanction, and that in the future the 
qualification of persons to be employed should 
be very much more considered than in the 
pest, and that in suitable cases there should 
ve competitive examinations, and in cases 
where a competitive examination would not 
serve that there should at least be a qualifying 
examination, and the question of favouritism 
should be eliminated so far as could be done 
in local appointments. 

Mr. William O’Brien (Labour) moved as an 
amendment that the clause be deleted. The 
times were abnormal, and it was not fair 
to bring in legislation of a temporary kind. 


RIGHTS OF OFFICIALS, 


Mr. oer Hughes (Louth and Meath) said 
that he ai the supervision that they 
had, so far as county and borough ‘councils 
were concerned, was sufficient. 

Mr. O'Higgins (Minister for Home Affairs) 

said that amendments should be considered 
on their merits, and it should not be stated 
by a deputy that such and suth a thing would 
not be tolerated by a particular section, even 
though that particular thing was in the in- 
terest of all, 
' Mr. McGoldrick said that he held it would 
be wrong. to interfere with the supreme au- 
thority, and he supported the adoption of 
the clause. 

Mr. Johnson (Labour) supported the amend- 
ment, and said that officials of public bodies 
should have the same rights as officials in 
private employment. 

Professor Magennis said that this was a 
declaration of the bankruptey of democracy 
in this country, and he was altogether an 
enemy of bureaucracy. 

President Cosgrave said that there were 
persons appointed who were not competent to 
fill certain positions. Certain irregularities 
had crept in, gnd county councils’ accounts 
should be audited. The ratepayers had the 
right to see that the administration by local 
representatives had been proper, and that the 
money had not been irregularly and unlaw- 
fully spent. In certain cases illegal payments 
had been made, and in the interests of the 
ratepayers the earliest possible steps should be 
taken to prevent such irregularities occurring. 

The State distributed to local authorities 
over one million per annum, and having re- 
gard to that huge sum the State should have 
some control in order to see that the money 


was properly spent. The elections wgyld not 
take place until June or and 
the rates would be struck in a™month 


or so, and it was just now at this period 
that there was the liability of irregularity, 
and it should be corrected. He thought that 
the powers which the Minister sought were 


inadvisable in normal circumstances, but 
they were advisable now. 
Ji the circumstances did not change 


materially it would be well for the State, as 
well as for the local authority, that ‘ocal 
authorities could be depended on to properly 
txpend the}fmoney of the ratepayers. 

r. Blythe eaid that it was not intended to 
use these clauses, só as to require sanction 
for every appointment. He was informed 
that there was power to issue legislation spgci- 
the classes of office for which sanction 
be required. If there was any doubt 
about that he would be ‘prepared to put in 
a prevision enabling the Minister to make 
orders in respect of which the sanction would 


be required. 


THE GOVERNMENT’S INTENTION. 


Mr. Figgis asked if it were to be understood 
that those wide powers were to be voted for 
on the understanding that they weuld not be 
enforced. If that were the case it was a 
method of legislation that was open to very 
grave question. He urged that the clause 
be re-drafted so that the exact power re- 
quired would be conferred. . 

Mr. Blythe said that it was only the in- 
tention of the Government to use the new 
powers in connection with offices of im- 
portance. There were, however, certain local 
authorities through the country that had 
no regard for efficient administration at tné 
present time, and that had no regard tor the 
interests of the ratepayers. It was in respect 
of such cases—failing an improvement— that 
the new powers would be exercised to the 
full. 

. Lhe amendment was defeated and the 
section was allowed to stand part of the 
bill. 


THE SOLICITORS ACT. 


AN AMENDING BILL. 


Mr. Gerald FitzGibbon, K.C., moved the 
first reading of ‘‘ A Bill to Amend the Soli- 
citors (Ireland) Act, 1898.’’ 

He said that he had been asked by the 
overning body of one branch of his own pro- 
ession to bring forward the bill, which meant 
two slight amendments to the bill that had 
heen passed in the British House of Commons 
nearly 20 years . The third clause or 
amendment that he wanted to introduce was 


to put the solicitors’ profession in Irelan 
a corresponding position to that of the pro 
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fession in New Zealand, Australia and South 
Africa. The ametidments were :—(1) The law 
at present. compelled them, whether they 
liked it or not, three times a year to hold 
three examinations—preliminary, intermediate 
and final. One day last year they had to 
set nine papers for one candidate. They did 
not say to aboksh the examinations, but to 
hold two examinations in the year instead of 
three. «if the times got better and if there 
were more candidates they could have three 
examinations to give people who wished an 
opportunity to join the profession. 

Then (2) as to the of As. for registering 
and issuing certificates, which was fixed -a 
considerable time ago, that was an inadequate 
fee, and they wanted it increased to £1. The 
third clause was to grant certain privileges 
whieh were at present enjoyed by the English 
and Scattish solicitors. 

Mr. Kevin O’Higgins—We, are quite satis- 
fied with Deputy Fitzgibbon’s assurance. He 
is familiar with its provisions, and says that 
it is a good measure, and we are prepared 
to set aside a certain amount of the Govern- 
ment’s time for its passage. Speaking for 
myself, 1 have great sympathy with solicitors. 
lt is a profession from which I was only 
saved myself by’ the intervention of the police. 
(Laughter.) I will be glad to receive the bill. 

Lhe bill was then declared read a first time. 


GRIFFITH SETTLEMENT, 
PROVIDING EDR WIDOW AND 
CHILDREN. 


_ President Cosgrave moved for leave to bring 
in “a bill to make suitable provision for the 
widow, childrep, and sister of the late Pre- 
sident_ Arthur Griffith, in consideration of his 
eminent services to the nation.” He did not 
think that it was necessary to say much, or 
anything at all, in support of the motion. 
He believed that the House would admit that 
it was a proper thing that provision should 
be made for Mrs, Griffith and her family. 
No man had done more for his country than 
the late President Griffith, and in doing that 
he devoted not only his talentsy but what- 
ever wealth he had to that purpose. The pro- 
vision which it was the intention to make 
was a very modest one, barely sufficient to 
meet the requirements of the case. e 
thought that it would be, perhaps,.the best 
tribute to the memory of that great Irishman 
that no elaborate statement should be made. 

Mr. O’ Higgins seconded the motion, and it 
was passed, 

‘Lhe first reading was agreed to, The second 
reading will be taken on Tuesday next. 
ENFORCEMENT OF LAW. 
THE SENAT AMENDMENTS.

ment of the Senate was:--After She word 
Under-Sheriff to insert—‘‘ Subject to the sanc- 
tion of the County Court Judge on appeal by 
the debtor.”’ 

Mr. O'Higgins said that he accepted the 
amendment because it really was of little con- 
sequence. 

The amendment was agreed to. 

The bill, as amended, was then declared 
passed. 

QUESTIONS ANSWERED. 

LABOURERS’ COTTAGES. 

_ Mr. RF. Corish (Wexford) asked the Minister 
for Local Government if any money was yet 
available to enable Rural Councils to proceed 
with the erection of labourers’ cottages in 
rural areas, and, if so, on what terms could 
the money be obtained. 

Mr. Blythe said that he was not yet in a 
position -to add anything to lis reply to a 
similar question addres to him on the 7th 
February in regard to rural housing. 

In reply to a supplementary question, the 
Minister said that he did not know if any- 
thing could be done until a settlement was 
reached. The question of getting the money 
for the unissued balance was one that should 
be raised with the British Treasury. Until a 
decision was reached with the British he did 
not think it likely that any alternative 
arrangement would be made. 

The House adjourned until ó o'glock to-day.

SHOOTING OF A 
PRISONER. 


| JURY'S VERDICT IN 
FLANNERY CASE. 


COUNSEL AND LEGALITY 
OF THE ARMY.

The inquest.on the body of Thomas Flan- 
nery (28), a ‘native of Ballaghadereen, Co. 
Mayo, who died in Portobello Barracks, Dub- 
lin, on January 4th, from wounds received 
while attempting to escape’ from military cus- 
tody, was resumed yesterday at the Rath- 
mines Town Hall, Dublin. 

The inquiry had been adjourned for the 
production of witnesses. 

Mr. John O’Byrne (instructed by the Chief 
State Solicitor) appeared for the authorities. 

Mr. Malachi Muldoon (instructed by Messrs. 
Láttle and QOh-Uadhaigh) represented the 
next-of-kin. 

Dr. McCortland, Medical Officer, National 
Army, Boyle, deposed that the deceased was 
brought to him in Boyle at 12.15 p.m. on 
January 3rd, being then in a very weak con- 
dition. He had a bullet wound in the right 
leg, an entrance wound in the buttock, and a 
wound outside the front of the thigh. There 
was compound fracture of the femur. Witness 
dressed the wounds, and on the same day 
deceased left Boyle at about 4 o'clock for 
Dublin, witness considering that he was fit 
for the journey, and that it was the best 
thing for him to be sent to Dublin. Witness 
despatched a wire to the medical authorities 
in Dublin before the patient was removed. 

Private John McKenzie, Army Medical 
Corps, stationed at Medical Headquarters in 
Merrion square, Dublin, stated that, in re- 
sponse to a telegram, an ambulance arrived at 
the Broadstone Station at about 7.40 p.m, to 
meet a patient, the deceased.- As the patient 
was a prisoner arrangements were made to 
have him taken to Portobello Hospital, after 
the personal authorisation of the Director- 
General of Medical Services had been ob- 
tained. Deceased was admitted to the hos- 


attended to. 

Mr. Muldoon—We have ft from you that 
what Dr. Hannigan swore as regards the 
patient being received at 10 o'clock 1s un- 
true? Witness—lIt,js. 

This concluded the evidence. 

VERY SIMPLE CASE. 

Addressing the jury, Mr. Muldoon said 
that it was a very simple case. At the very 
outset he would tell them that the Army was 
an illegal organisation. It was an illegal 
organisation until it found a legal basis for its 
existence. The King’s Bench in the Johnston 
case said that the Army had no legal status. 

Mr. O’Byrne—The King’s Bench said 
hothing of the kind. 

Eminent, and learned judges, continued Mr. 
Muldoon, said that a great national emer- 
ency warranted the raising of an army. 
But no judge’ could get away from the fact 
that this Army had no legal status, Thg Free 
State Government had it in their power to 
legalise the Army to-morrow. They had not 
yet proceeded to do so. 

That bein 
no more authority or warrant to arrest than 
he had, If they were challenged and resisted 
arrest the law gave them the right of self- 
preservation. 

Troops went to Ballaghadereen for the pur- 
pose of searching certain houses. While they 
were searching a man came forward with a 
stone in his hand. They learned that he 
had a revolver bullet and a despatch in his 
pocket. They could just imagine one man 
in the town of Ballaghaderreen with a stone, 
facing nine soldiers armed to the teeth. What 
was his intent? Did he think to annihilate 
the nine soldiers? 

The brigadier in charge of the troops did 
not handle the revolver bullet. He did mót 
take the despatch. Counsel suggested that 
this revolver buílet and despatch were trumped 
up to justify the arrest. 

Mr. Muldoon concluded by referring to the 
medical treatment of the deceased. He con- 
sidered that the treatment of this man was 
most inhuman. 

Mr. O'Byrne maintained that the deceased 
was wounded by National soldiers in the dis- 
charge of their duty. These men were repre- 
sented as a lot of savages, but the facts proved 
that they acted with ‘great regard for the com- 
fort and safety of Flannery. 

The jury found that the deceased died 
from a gunshot wound received while attempt- 
ing to escape from military custody ‘at Bal- 
laghaderreen on nin á ord, 1923

In the Northern House of Commons yester- 


day, interesting statistics were given in regard 


to the decrease of unemployment, and it was 
stated that almost every bricklayer in Belfast 
was now at work. 

Mr. Thompson Donald, M.P., on the motion 
for the adjournment, said that he regarded 
the coming session as a kind of reconstruction 
period, seeing that the Government intended 
to deal with the question of unemployment. 
He suggested that the Government should 
bring into operation the Unemployment Relief 
Works Act of 1920, and he thought that em- 
ployment could be provided through the im- 
provement of roads and the widening and im- 
provement of waterways. He deplored the 
fact that they had in Belfast over 1,100 dis- 
abled ex-Servicemen. The Labour Unemploy- 
ment Committee was endeavouring to get as 
many of those men as possible into different 
firms in the city. The counties were also 
taking the matter up. — 

Referring to trade in the city, Mr. Donald 
said that he was glad to know that the tide 
was on the turn, and that business was im- 
proving. He asked for information as to how 
they stood in reference to the Irish Free State 
(Consequential) Act and the Trust providing 
for the building of houses for ex-Servicemen. 
He understood that the Trust was composed 
of five people—three from the Imperial 
authority, one from Northern and one from 
Southern Ireland. The original estimate was 
for two and a-half millions, and he asked did 
that estimate still hold good? 

Mr. R. Morrison complained that the com- 
mencing salary of £500 for two Local Govern- 
ment Medical Inspectors was not adequate. 

Mr. J. H. Robb suggested the appointment 
of a Public Trustee in Northern Ireland, 


LABOUR MINISTER’S STATEMENT 

The Minister of Labour (Right Hon. J. M. 
Andrews) said that no Government in the 
world was doing so much for unemployed 
persons as the Northern Government. In the 
first place, they paid unemployment benefit 
to about 50,000 persons; still he was sorry, 
as evetybody was sorry, that the number was 
so large. When they took over the reins of 
office unemployment was at its peak, and 
100,000 of their people were totally unem- 
43 In the interval since then the num- 

ers, roughly speaking, had been reduced: by 
one-half. The payment of these weekly sums 
had been a tremendous drain upon their Ex- 
chequer. It would interest them to know 
how this money was raised. He had with him 
figures for the year ending 3lst December, 
1922. The employers during the year contri- 
buted to the Gane yloyment Fund £526,000, 
the employes £294,600. and the Government 
£220,000, making a total of £840,000. During 
that period they paid out in henefit the sub- 
stantial sum of £1,600,000, and if they added 
to that the administration cost of £100,000 
it made it £1,700,000, which left-them a de- 
ficit of £860,900, plus £160,000, which they 
took over from the ‘Imperial Exchequer as 
their share of the deficit which then existed 
in connection with the fund for the United 
Kingdom, 

The total deficit was £1,020,000, but they 
would remember that through the mfluence 
of the Prime Minister they received from the 
Imperial Exchequer £530,000, so that in 
reality they had pledged the futuresto the 
extent of little more than £600-;800. 
That was a very substantial sum, as hon, 
members woulc. appreciate; but he felt quite 
justified in saying that if that money had not 
been distributed among those people of theirs 
who were willing to work, but who, unfor- 
tunately, Swing to the trade depression 


through which they were passing, were unable- 


to find it, disaster would have been the result. 
In that connection, he would like to point out, 
as he had done before, that their people were 
in a very much worse-position than they were 
across the water, by the fact that their Boards 
of Guardians disbursed large sums of money 
weekly t& almost a million persons. The 
Northern Government, however, were not 
satisfied in dealing with that matter alone by 
distributing unemployment money, but had 
established relief schemes, not only in Belfast, 
but \glso throughout the six counties, 
THE BELFAST SCHEMES. 
Already in Belfast 122 schemes had been 
taken up, apd he would like to pay his 
tribute to the public spirited way in which the 
Belfast Corporation had met the Government 
those schemes of real public 


“in promoting 
utility. Of those. schemes the one that had 
given him most satisfaction was that of 


building houses. Already 1,600 houses had 
been built under those schemes, in addition 
to improvements in connection with the gas- 
works, the parks, tram track, and a great 
many others, too numerous to mention. The 
total estimated cost of those schemes was a 
little over £1,500,000. The labour cost would 
be £647,000 odd, while the amount from the 
half a million special Belfast grant 
from the Imperial Government for those 
schemes which had already been approved 
would be £421,000. He understood that the 
Corporation proposed to put forward another 
scheme, which would practically absorb the 
balance of the £500,000, and that scheme 
would also be in connection with housing. In 
that connection, it was interesting to know— 
he had so been informed on undoubted 
authority—that there was not. in Belfast to- 
dav a bricklayer unemployed—(hear. hear)— 
and they were now proceeding to draw them 
in from the country districts, where so many 
of them had been unemployed for a great 
number of months. 

Regarding the schemes for the six counties, 
123 schemes had been promoted by public 
bodies, the estimated cost of which was 
£174,000. ‘The labour cost £88,000, and the 
rant from their own Exchequer £51,000. 
By the schemes, taking town and country to- 
gether, over two thousand persons were find- 
ing employment under reasonable conditions ; 
and, now that the schemes were getting into 
full operation and the necessary materials 
had been obtained by their public bodies, he 
was very hopeful that the number would be 
doubled before many months had passed. . 

Proceeding, the Minister of Labour said 


that the Royal Commission to consider the | 


natural and industrial resources in Northern 
Ireland would get to work as soon as 
possible. With regard to the houses for ex- 
Rervice men, in cormection with the trust, he 
was in a position ‘to give a Satisfactory 
answer. Owing to the undertaking given to 
Captain Dixon in the Imperial Parliament, it 


was made clear that Northern “Niveland 
would get its share of the money. 
No matter what would happe to the 


Local Government Board the Government in- 
tended to continue doing. all in their power 
to relieve distress dne to unemployment. . 

The Minister of Finance (Right Hon. H. 
M. Pollock), referring to the salary of Medi- 
cal Inspectors of the Local Government Board, 
said that -he could not make any alteration 
in the scale. The salary commenced at : 

a year, and officers now received £600, with a 
bonus. which must amount to £200 or £300 
more. It would not be long until they had 
salaries of £1,000, which was not an in- 
sufficient salary for a permanent Civil Service 
appointment, qualifying for a pension at no 
very distant period. He was in sympathy 
with the proposal to appoint a Public Trustee, 
and the matter would have careful considera- 
tion. 

Dr Morrison pointed out that secretaries 
and assistant secretaries of departments, with 
no University qualifications, were receiving 
salaries of over £1,000, while Sir Ernest Clark 
had a commencing salary of £1,700, rising to 
£2.000. He asked if this carried a bonus. 

The Minister did not reply, and the motion 
was carried.

In one case, and in one only, said Father 
Tracey, the right of interference with 
private property recognised, and that: is 
where the Parliarhent of the country, for 
very grave reasons decides that, for the 
public good, it is necessary that a private 
individual should give up his property, or a 
portion of his property. Even in that case the 
property cannot be touched‘ by a public 
authority without full compensation being 
paid to the owner. 

Many people have very strange ideas about 
these great fundamental principles of life. No 
Army authority—even though it be the legiti- 
mate Army of the country—has any right 
to interfere with private property, unless jt 
gets delegated powers from the Parliament 
the country, 

For the past few years in Ireland there has 
been a good deal of loose thinking in this 
matter, and it is well that we should know 
Clearly where we stand. The principles I 
have just enunciated are the principles reeng- 
gised in all, civilised States, and are the 
principles recognised by the Cathalic Church.
